Thus firms that 
used large tonnage for “publications ranging from the un- 
essential the useless” for advertising purposes are now 
permitted obtain fairly large quantities, relatively speak- 
ing, for similar use. But “firms that used paper for essential 
and socially useful purposes, but comparatively small quan- 
tities, now receive little paper” that they are hardly able 
stay business. 

The injustice becomes obvious when one reads reports that 
schoolbooks, guides for technical training, and genuinely cul- 
tural works are becoming scarce Britain, while patent- 
medicine circulars and needlessly duplicated copies official 
notices remain annoyingly abundant.

For commercial plants have come into being, perfectly ca- 
pable producing well-printed books the specifications 
their customers; and the drive competition has made 
more economical for the publisher place his book manufac- 
turing these commercial plants than produce the book 
himself. 

Another kind competition stimulated the desire pro- 
duce better printed and designed books, until today have 
the picture the publisher simply buying his ms. from the 
author, and having designed and manufactured commer- 
cial plants ideally fitted their purpose. Dr. Hellmut 
Lehman-Haupt has written “The Book America”: “Print- 
ing firms large have recognized the value trained typog- 
raphers and artists, whose constant watchfulness and enthu- 
siasm have done much raise the general level production 
and demonstrate that attractive and distinguished for- 
mat not necessarily luxury.” 

The situation today economically sounder than ever be- 
fore. Unhampered worries finding enough work keep 
private plant busy, the publisher free concentrate all 
his efforts the promotion and sale his books. 


aid conservation anyone bookbinding and 
book manufacturing industry that there serious shortage 
cartons, kraft, and cardboard. should equally unneces- 
sary point out the simple method conservation that 
exists beneath our very noses—the reclamation used car- 
tons, cardboard, and kraft. this end some publishing 
houses are already re-using cartons, and requesting book- 
sellers preserve and return them. The latter need simply 
exercise greater care marking opening cartons con- 
tainers, and arrange with the publisher for their return. 

And publishers would overhaul their inventories and in- 
struct manufacturers dispose some their old but 
unmarketable books and printed sheets, great deal waste 
paper could released the paperboard mills. may hurt, 
but—to appeal the economic instinct—it may save some 
money, too, because the approaching “care and keep” 
charges. estimated that thousands tons useless 
books and sheets, the property publishers, are taking 
valuable space book plants. 

Incidentally, there are vast quantities damaged and al- 
most worthless books cluttering the second-, third-, and fourth- 
hand market prices. It’s all grist for the mills— 
and war period time for half-measures.

However, examining the books the Folger Li- 
brary, those interested binding art must face 
this important consideration: The early binder was con- 
fronted with obstacles that mechanical science has sim- 
plified for the modern craftsman; and many tasks that 
men today handle automatically, the old-time binder 
accomplished only patient labor and painstaking 
workmanship.

One book, famous religious work from the collec- 
tion the Earl Leicester, bound ponderous 
and expensive solid silver case; its silver cover in- 
geniously hinged the book paper. old estate 
account book, owned William Pope, first Ear! 
Down, bound stamped calf binding that has been 
stoutly laced with heavy leather twine. 

Another religious book, Durarta’s Works,” 
bound exquisite tapestry cloth with colorful silk ties 
that give look gayety somber subject. The 
edges are gilt and ornamented with gauffered designs. 

The name “Shakespearean Library” which the 
Folger commonly known misleads the student the 
strictest sense its meaning. The Folger really con- 
tains heterogeneous collection volumes representa- 
tive the period which Shakespeare lived. Many 
these books are more valuable, interesting 
because their binding and printing than because 
the inspiration their message. 


the dedication’s the thing 


wrote his plays strictly for the theatre, and doubt- 
ful even intended them for publication. Himself 
actor and producer—he owned interest the 
Globe Theatre—the poet made money from his plays, 
whereas might have starved death his writing 
alone. get the true cause Shakespeare’s appa- 
rently indifferent attitude toward writing books for pub- 
lication, one must look into the writing 
business that day. 

There were printing plants binderies Eng- 
land turning out books for the masses there are to- 
day. The printer, binder, writer usually would dedi- 
his work wealthy patron who turn would 
requite him with suitable reward.” the front 
each book several pages were left blank. these pages 
the author would write introduction personally ad- 
dressed the patron whom the particular volume 
was directed.

Dr. James MacManaway, chief librarian the 
Folger Library, agrees with the founder, Henry Folger, 
that the most valuable book the Library (and prob- 
ably one the most valuable the whole world) the 
first volume the complete works Shakespeare 
printed 1623, now valued $100,000. 

momentous controversy had its setting with this 
important work the background. About halfway 
through the edition, Jaggard, the printer, became in- 
volved argument with Ralph Brooke, publisher 
carelessly written volume heraldry which Jag- 
gard had printed. justify himself, Brooke pub- 
lished second book which blamed the mistakes 
the first volume the printer. member the 
House Heralds then wrote book defending Jaggard. 
who offered print it. this stopped the 
printing the first volume Shakespeare, thus side- 
tracking the works the world’s greatest dramatic 
genius for the sake foolish controversy. 

While most the books the Folger Library are 
comfortably housed between stout oaken boards, not all 
them have this sturdy protection. Perhaps the first 
attempt the production binders board was made 
during the Shakespearean period. The method was 
crude but enduring, the books bound during this 
early period (at least those represented the Folger 
Library) are still excellent condition. 


early binders board 


Tue used these 16th-century binders 
was take sheets music discarded manuscripts, 
glue them together, press them tightly, and then cut the 
sheets fit the page size the books. The manu- 
scripts and music sheets used this process, however, 
were made stout-sinewed vellum—which largely ac- 
counts for the strength the binding. Many old books 
bound this manner may seen the Folger Library, 
but must kept mind that for centuries these 
precious volumes have been carefully cared for 
students and book lovers—zealously protected against 
the abuse which modern books are daily subjected. 
Among the rare books the Library Eliza- 
bethan table book with leaves especially prepared 


‘paper from which the writing can erased. There are 


several books representing the work Archibald Parker, 
famous 16th-century craftsman, who operated bindery 
his own. interesting volume the second book 
printed Oxford University; slightly tattered 
and worn but still remarkable condition. The “Ex- 
position quaint old book containing 
the first woodcut ever used English printing. The 
First Folio, “Complete Works William Shake- 
printed Jaggard, simply but 
bound. 

Dr. MacManaway and his assistants are glad ex- 
tend every courtesy visitors who are seriously inter- 
ested the technique book make-up. Not only are 
the regular exhibit cases accessible but the book lover 
taken the scenes,” wishes, into the air- 
conditioned vaults and private racks where some the 
world’s rarest and oldest books are housed.

OFTEN WONDERED 
why some bright mind doesn’t combine ledger and 
trial balance book one the Canadian ac- 
countant mused, peering reflectively into the smoke 
his postprandial cigar. 

“To what end?” asked John Horne, his dinner com- 
panion, pioneer Boston accountant. 

“To save the time and labor transferring the 
names and balances from the ledger every month the 
trial balance book” was the reply. 

The date 1880; the place, downtown Boston res- 
taurant. The Canadian’s suggestion over the demi- 
tasses started Horne thinking. The result was the Safe- 
guard Ledger, important factor helping launch 
the infant loose-leaf industry the middle 

Horne’s friend was right. For years, for centuries— 
fact, ever since the beginning scientific bookkeep- 
ing Venice about the time Columbus’ discovery 
America—accounts, far this operation was con- 
cerned, had been handled the hard way. 

Determined change all this, Horne evolved new 
type ledger form which the accounts ran across 
the page, instead down. This itself was startling 
innovation, one which proved cardinal principle 
the loose-leaf ledgers that were become popular 
years later, whereby each account was assigned its own 
individual page pages.

ravel. Kuhns’ unique contribution Horne’s original 
idea was devise form which carried the accounts 
for full year. This was accomplished cutting off 
the temporary margin page (see illustration) and 
continuing the accounts for the period 
the back. 

order prevent “sag” the pages, and thus 
secure firm base which write the names and 
balances the accounts, the margins were perforated 
and detached after the accounts had been running for 
the first months. 


under lock and key 


disclosed the names the per- 
manent margin page Bookkeepers raised eyebrows 
and emitted surprised whistle. 


Cutting off perforating the margins also enabled. 


Kuhns devise ledger with intermediate leaves, 
thus permitting account run for years without 
rewriting the names. All Safeguard ledgers for cus- 
tomers’ and for purchase ledger accounts had the upper 
corners the intermediate leaves cut off, exposing the 
numbers the key pages. 

The perforated margins, with the corners cut off, 
constituted the mechanical devices which patent— 
No. secured November 27, 1888. 

1885 Horne Kuhns introduced “private 
ledger” equipped with lock and key. This ledger, repre- 
senting revolutionary advance accounting methods, 
contained the capital and expense accounts firm 
corporation, salaries partners officers, and con- 
trolling accounts sales and/or purchase ledgers. 

The “private enabled head bookkeeper,

the sales and purchase ledgers were not posted and 
balanced the bookkeepers. According this 
was the first ledger its kind the under 
lock and key. 
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The above-described ledgers were both per- 
manent and loose-leaf bindings.

WHEN USING THIS sysTEM the saving time and 
labor bookkeepers was incalculable. Soon merchants 
demanded—and could obtain—the correct trial balances 
early each month. They saw the wisdom arranging 
with bonding companies for bonding their cashiers and 
bookkeepers. The bonding companies began demand 
audits the accounts. The banks from which 
they sought asked for copy their 
auditor’s report. Thus began new era 
methods, which revolutionized all the departments 
business and particularly the bookkeeper’s work. Kuhns 
proceeded install the Safeguard System Accounts 
hundreds establishments where still function- 
ing without hitch.

Numerous tests indicate 
that, owing their lower density, such boards are not 
rigid binders board and not resist stresses 
bending the same extent. Furthermore, because 
the lack coating and loading materials the threads 
the natural-finish fabrics are more subject moisture 
changes than either the starch-filled the pyroxylin- 
treated fabrics. This causes them shrink contract 
considerably when subjected extremely dry air. 

Also the openings between the threads the natural- 
fabrics permit evaporation moisture from the 
outside cover boards which they are used, with 
resulting contraction that side the when 
exposed similar conditions. Since the insides the 
cover boards are less exposed the dry air, the ten- 
dency for the covers curl outward. The use the 
natural-finish fabrics with chip laminated-chip 
boards not recommended during the winter season. 


substitutes for substitutes 


for many the materials now used the process 
manufacturing books will become more acute time 
goes on. Just now are only beginning feel the 
effects the defense program. the past, the demand 
for substitute materials arose mainly from inability 
secure prompt delivery orders. the future 
will arise because actual shortages, now con- 
sider them, and inability procure needed materials. 
During the past year the demand for materials all 
kinds has steadily increased, owing consumer de- 
mands. Since the policy the Office Production 
Management favor defense needs, the indications 
are that further restrictions will placed nonessen- 
tials. The establishment the priorities critical and 
lists points the way what the future may 

Changing substitutes means overcoming the 
difficulty obtaining needed materials may appear 
easy solution the problem. However, normal 
demands for the materials which might used sub- 


stitutes now, all probability, exceed the supply, and 


increased demands would necessitate securing substi- 
tutes for the substitutes. Furthermore, entirely 
unlikely that increased production nonessential ma- 
terials will permitted, with the prospect that future 
production will diminished. searching for sub- 
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stitutes would advisable concentrate ma- 
terials which might used for replacing items which 
are the mandatory priority list. Substitute materials 
should thoroughly tested before they are used the 
manufacture books. 

The Research Division has furnished BMI members 
with information concerning substitute for alcohol 
cleaning type and type forms. has also informed 
them that sorbitol sirup can used effectively for re- 
placing glycerin flexible glues and press roller 
compositions. Glycerin may entirely replaced 
sorbitol sirup flexible glues, but press roller com- 
positions only part should replaced. 

The demand for substitutes will become greater 
the months pass. The testing those materials may, 
therefore, considered important phase the 
Research Division’s work for the coming year. 

The Official Minimum Manufacturing Standards and 
Specifications for Textbooks were the result ex- 
tensive investigation various bookbinding materials, 
and them rigid requirements for the materials 
used were set up. doubt those specifications will 
require extensive revision during the period the 
emergency. Before substitute materials are given con- 
sideration they should thoroughly tested for the 
purpose developing practical specifications. This 
will the second phase our program for the coming 
year. 

This report has already outlined the progress made 
developing improved adhesive for pyroxylin sur- 
faces. This phase the work should continued.

After die-cutting, the sheets were machine-folded 
the final size, then re-opened, the swatches pasted in, 
and the booklets refolded hand.
